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BOOK NOTICES. 



An interesting little pamphlet entitled "Parquet Floors," has 
been published by Wm. Hannam & Co., 293 Fifth Avenue, New 
York, its object being to instruct people in the care of hard 
wood floors. In addition to a considerable number of illustra- 
tions showing a variety of designs in floorings, most of them in 
colors, there are several chapters of instructive reading matter. 
The merits of hard wood floors are first gone into, together with 
a comprehensive explanation of how they are made, followed by 
well written and easily understood chapters on the finish of 
floors, indicating the different modes of polishing, etc., the ques- 
tion on the often asked " What am I to do to keep my floor in 
order ?" is fully answered, and not only that, but the reasons 
for the answers are given, and they show at a glance the com- 
mon sense of what the author advises. What to do to a floor is 
told, it is demonstrated that parquet floors are easy to take care 
of, how to clean a waxed floor is made plain, and the reason for 
some floors looking better than others is indicated. There is a 
vast deal of information in the book, and anyone who has a 
parquet floor should send ten cents for the book and read it. 

The Essentials op Perspective, by L. W. Miller, is an 
excellent work for those who wish to learn the more effective 
qualities or the further advanced stages of drawing. It discusses 
perspective in the following chapters: First Principles, The 
Horizon, Measurement by means of Parallels, by means of Diag- 
onals, by means of Triangles, Perspective of Curves, Question of 
Methods, Shadows, Reflections, Panoramic Perspective, each 
chapter well illustrated and most comprehensively explained. 



The book is neatly printed and bound, and must be an exceed- 
ingly valuable one in its instructive qualities. Price, $1.50.
